The study revealed that Indochi- 
nese refugees Suffer a rate of mern- 
tal health distress two to Six times 
that of the general population. The 
refugees Showed serious need in the 
area of physical health as well. 
Fifty-nine Percent of the Cambo- 
dians rated their health as fair to 
bad，31 percent of the Vietnamese 
and 2$ percent of the refugee Chi- 
nese rated likewise.

The language ability of these in- 
terviewers played a key role.“Be- 
cause they Spoke the language of 
the_ people they were interviewing 
and had gone through Similar 
experiences，they gained the trust 
and cooperation of these People,” 
explained Yu. 

Tse，who himself had escaped 
from Vietnam when he was four- 
teen，Ssaid,“We know the refugees 
have had incredibly traumatic ex- 
periences. More research needs to 
be done in order to develop more 
culturally sensitive programs to 
meet their needs. There must be 
ongoing studies while existing Pro- 
grams continue.” 

The Survey revealed the educa- 
tional and _ employment disadvan- 
tages of the refugees. Of the Cam- 
bodians Surveyed，73 percent re- 
ceived only one to eight years of

UC Berkeley Will Train Teachers 
To Educate Immigrants Better 


BERKELEY - Educators at the 
University of California in Berkeley 
are launching 3a program to train 
public School teachers and develop 
materials to give Latino，AsSian， 
and other immigrant students a bet- 
ter education in history and the hu- 
manities. 

Starting with a dozen teachers to 
be chosen from junior and senior 
high schools in San Franclisco, Oak- 
land,，Berkeley, and Richmond, the 
project will develop programs to 
teach all students an appreciation 
of ethnic heritage. The goal is to 
combine that appreciation with the 
American tradition of ethnic and 
cultural diversity. 

Bernard R. Gifford, dean of UC 
Berkeley"s Graduate School of Ed- 
ucation，said public schools mnust 
be in the forefront of addressing 
the needs of immigrant children 

LENS 

“It is the schools, more than any 
other American institution, that are 
expected to transform the sons and 
daughters of other lands into cit- 
jzens,”he Said.“They are the lens 
through which the immigrant learns 
to see the United States.2 

“That we Succeed far more often 
in providing a Superficial education 
to immigrant children is measured 
by the wide chasms of mistrust， 
Sometimes even bigotry，that sep- 
arates the new immigrant from the 
sons and daughters of earlier im- 
migrants,” he added. 

Gifford quoted some statistics to 
stress the need for educational pro- 
grams for recent immigrants， For 
instance，Ssome 1.$ million immi- 
grants entered the US in 1980 and 
1981; and of the 700,000 immi- 
grants_ from Southeast AsSia who 
have entered the country since the 
Vietnam war，more than half set- 
tled in _ California. 

“The question of how we in Cal-

ifornia can build a unified polity 
out of people from all over the 
world is one that cannot be 1lg- 
nored，unless we are prepared to 
reap the whirlwind of continuous 
tension and persistent 
ethnic conflct,”GOifford said .

Assistance Project were referred to 
them'by the courts，bnut the project 
plans othermethods of outreach such 
as producing abrochure.

anticipated.“We try to get to know 
more about the potential evictee.

Someone in with an agency is much 
better than having Someone come in 
and Say “Here's acrisis， ”Hutchins 
pointed onut. 

The project is presently Staffed 
by eightcommunity workers, ranging 
between the ages of54 and 80 years， 
All are mnulti-lingual (English，

Benefits 
May Be Taxable 


As a result of the Social Security 
Amendments of 1983，the tax law 
now requires Some recipients of SO- 
clial Security .benefits or tier 1 
railroad retirement benefits to _pay 
federal income tax on up to half of 
the benefits received in 1984. Tax- 
payers are 7OL required to _ pay any 
tax on their Social security benefits 
if: they are single and had $25,000 
or less in income from all sources 
(including one-half of their social 
Security benefits); or, they are mar- 
ried and file a joint return，and 
their income from all Sources (in- 
cluding one-half of their social 
Secuirity benefits) is 9$32,000 or less， 
If the taxpayer js married and lived 
with his or her Spouse at any ftime 
during the year，and if the couple 
file separate income tax returns， 
their Social security benefits may be 
taxable. 

Taxpayers who want more infor- 
mation on thijs new Provision of the 
law can call the IJRS Tele-Tax 
System for a recorded explanation 
of the new law.

The lenders，whom Estrella did 
not want to identify, were told that 
the money would be considered aa 
low-interest，10-year loan. Other 
seed money came from people who 
donated $5$0 each. These contri- 
butors get a free meal，、a one-time 
free use of the centers facilities， 
and a calendar of events. 

VERY GOOD RESPONSE 

Just a few short months after the 
Serious planning began，Ohana op- 
ened on December 8，1984，Re- 
sponse from the community has 
been，in Estrella"'s words，“very 
good.”An Asian youth group held 
aNewYear's party at the center; an 
Asian consortium has now decided 
to hold its regular monthly meet- 
ings there， 

However, not only Asian Ameri- 
cans have begun to use the eating 
and meeting facilities: many non- 
Asian groups，including Blacks， 


Hispanics，and whites. At a recent 
event _ focusing on mnulti-racial 
understanding a racially diverse auU- 
dience of over S$0 persons packed 
the center， 

Cost of the use of the Space is 
negotiable. Depending on the 
group's ability to pay, the charge 
ranged from abonut $5$ to $60. For 
groups of at least 25 that eat as well 
as Imeet，the center's facilities are 
provided free，Estrella noted that 
groups which do include food are 
-often treated to “spectacular spe- 
cials,”Ssuch as fresh lumpia，which 
is not generally included in restau- 
rant menus， 

MIXED BLESSING 

Food is both a curse and a bless- 
ing for Ohana. Though most of the 
Ohana profits come from the sale

center.Estrella also admitted that 
in many ways, it would be easier to 
just run the center alone. However， 
She quickly added that the restau- 
rant will remain.“The food is im- 
portant，and we want to do this. 
We see food as an educational and 
cultural experience.2” 

Though Estrella does not antici- 
pate any profits this year，she Said 
that future money earned by Ohana 
will go_ not only to pay the staff， 
most of whom，including Estrella， 
are _ volunteers woOrking for occa- 
Sional free meals and access to the 
programs,，but also to boost the ac- 
counts of other community agen- 
ciesS， 

The Ohana founders hope that 
eventually they will be able to give 
away Ioney to agencies，but until 
that time，Ohana is now offering 
community groups more" modest 
ways of making some additional 
money. The Berkeley Asian Youth 
Center，for instance，runs a book- 
store at the center and keeps the 
profits from its sales. Artists whose 
Work grace the wallS$ keep all the 
money paid by customers who ap- 
preciate their work.“Some people 
Say we're crazy,”Estrella laughed， 
“because we need to help ourselves 
(by charging a commission).?” 

One project has yet to get off the 
ground. Estrella and her co-foun- 
ders have decided to allow a non- 
profit agency to operate a flower 
stand on the busy corner of 44th 
and Telegraph, just outside Ohana. 
Ohana is now looking for potential 
agencies. 

FROM SCRATCH 

A_ graduate in community Or- 
ganizing，Estrella has had to learn 
the restaurant busineSs from 
scratch 一 from waiting on tables to 
ordering beer and wine (an act 
which makes Methodist-raised ES- 


trella，who used to _ hide alcohol 
from her father, laugh at how much 
people can change) to revising and 
diversifying menus to attract more 
customers not familiar with some 
types of Asian food (“In the first 
month we had to identify with non- 
AsSian clients So wehad to start with 
Chinese and Japanese food and 
then have people gradually start ex- 
periencing the other stuff like Fili-. 
pino food”). 

Despite the Shortage of funds 
and lack of restaurant experience， 
Ohana somehow manages to wOITK. 
Estrella pointed onut the element to 
which she credits the success.
